Claron  White  of  2006  Mulberry,  an  at¬ 
torney,  said  he  has  filed  a  tax  objection 
which  he  expects  to  be  examined  in  about 


that  the  General  Assembly  delegates  the  tax¬ 
ing  power  to  the  municipalties  and  districts 
and  cannot  delegate  it  twice. 

IN  THAT  CASE,  he  would  accept  the 
Prospect  Heights  Library  tax,  which  was  im¬ 
posed  first,  but  would  not  pay  for  the  Arl¬ 
ington  Heights  municipal  library. 

Double-taxation  for  fire  prevention 
services  was  discontinued  when  House  Bill 
105,  sponsored  by  Rep.  Eugene  Schlickman 
(R-Arlington  Heights)  was  passed  by  the 
legislature  in  1966.  Arlington  Gardens, 
another  subdivision,  was  also  double  taxed 
for  that  service. 

Village  Attorney  Jack  Siegel  said  last 
night  he  believes  that  a  similar  law  on  public 
library  districts  will  take  effect  in  1969,  one 
year  after  it  was  passed  by  the  legislature. 


More  than  250  Arlington  Vista  families 
still  are  being  taxed  for  two  public  libraries, 
although  they  may  use  only  one  of  them. 

Prospect  Heights  Public  Library  tax  at  the 
rate  of  .042  has  been  added  to  the  tax  bills 
of  these  Arlington  Heights  families  that  are 
already  paying  for  the  use  of  their  village's 
library  included  under  the  listing  Village  of 
Arlington  Heights. 

Arlington  Vista  was  annexed  to  Arlington 
Heights  three  years  ago  but  for  the  first  two 
years,  the  families  there  were  taxed  for  the 
Wheeling  Fire  Department  Prevention 
district  and  the  Prospect  Heights  Library. 

THIS  YEAR  they  have  been  taxed  only 
for  the  library.  All  along,  they  have  been 
paying  for  the  same  services  in  Arlington 
Heights.
